Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art of record, Fann, teaches a decoding process that includes the steps of scanning a 

bar code pattern that contains a series of bar and space images of varying widths. The decoding 
process also includes translating the bar code pattern to a base-4 number having a decimal 
equivalent using an image assignment rule, fetching an assigned value, determining the assigned 
function from the assigned value, and then converting the assigned function to a character set. 

Another prior art of record, Ulvr, discloses that the coded portion is divided into blocks 
of three bars. Each block represents one element of the field. 

However, Fann and Ulvr either taken alone or in combination does not teach dividing the 
line of extracted image into patterns forming characters areas responsive to a gray scale 
inflection point of pixels of the line and further dividing the character areas into module areas, 
comparing gray scale pixel values of the module areas with a reference gray scale value and 
converting responsive to the comparing. 

6. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with.
